Fireworks Not Permitted 


The association’s policy regarding fireworks ts 

stated in the Owners’ Information Guide: “The 

display or use of fireworks of any kind, includ- 
ing firecrackers, is not permitted in Surf Pines 

at any time, except on the public beach, where 
state laws are strictly enforced.” 


Fire Season—Burning Prohibited 


Fire season has begun officially in Clatsop 
County. During fire season, burning is prohib- 
ited. (Typically, fire season begins in late 
June and ends in late October.) 


Five-Digit Addresses Preferred 


Remember that Bill Barrons, Administrator, 
suggests replacing the old 4-digit addresses 
(such as 2nnn) on homes and mailboxes with 
the new 5-digit addresses (such as 8nnnn). 
The old addresses can confuse visitors, drivers 
of delivery vehicles, and drivers of emergency 
vehicles.

Driver Fined for Speeding 


A juvenile who admitted driving 10 miles per hour 
in excess of the posted speed was fined $94. 


The posted speed limit on the roads of Surf Pines is 
25 miles per hour. Deputy sheriffs use radar to 
check speed. If drivers exceed the posted speed 
limit, then assessments may be levied against the 
drivers according to the schedule of fees currently 
in use by Oregon courts.
